The Subway Commission of Sao Paulo 
Moves Along: It Advertises for Bids 


Sao Paulo’s subway system is getting on. The breaking of 
ground and the beginning of active digging in not far away. 
The Metropolitan Commission in charge of transportation has 
announced a public competition for bids to build the first link 
in a system which is planned to alleviate the City’s transporta- 
tion difficulties. Bids must conform with specifications set 
forth in plans drawn by the Commission’s engineer, Sr. Prestes 
Maia, and which are on display in his engineering offices. 

The first link in the Sao Paulo subway system will serve the 
southern sector of the city. Beginning at the Avenida Itorror6, 
under the Viaduct Luis Antonio, it will run at street level to 
the Paraiso. There plunging underground, it will run as a sub- 
way as far as the Instituto Biolégico, where once more it will 
emerge to the surface, to go to Santo Amaro.

Remarks by His Excellency José 

Maria Alkmin, Brazilian Minis- 

ter of Finance. 

I have taken cognizance of the 
statement made by Ambassador 
Amaral Peixoto concerning the 
position of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment on the question of atomic en- 
ergy, especially with regard to the 
cooperation between the United 
States and Brazil in this field. 

A Clarification 

This statement pictures fully 
and accurately the situation which 
has arisen out of a recent revision 
of the bases of our policies con- 
cerning this momentous problem. 
These decisions of the Brazilian 
Government have been somewhat 
misinterpreted and it is only prop- 
er that they be given their real 
meaning. In this, as well as in 
other matters, there has_ been, 
whether intentionally or not, mis- 
representation of some views, ten- 
dencies and decisions of the Bra- 
zilian Government. 

Refers to Statement 


While in New York, I had the 


opportunity to sum up some of the | 


measures which are being taken to 
overcome our present economic 
and financial difficulties. But some 
of our problems will have to be 
solved with the friendly help of 
other nations or through interna- 
tional agencies. And if it is true 
that we have, first of all, our na- 
tional interest at heart —and it 
couldn’t be otherwise—it is utterly 
false to advance that we have em- 
barked on a policy of ultranation- 
alism tantamount to xenophobia. 





For Cooperation 
We stand now, as we stood in 
the past, for international cooper- 


ation. And in this connection I 


| would like to quote some remarks 
| recently made by President Kubit- 


| foreign 


schek concerning foreign capital. 
“The cooperation of foreign capi- 
tal is not a matter for emotional 
debate,” the President said. “It is 
a technical necessity. To accept 
this cooperation is in line with the 
loftiest nationalism. The true na- 
tionalist is the one who seeks to 
accelerate economic development, 
without which the nation will re- 
main weak and poor. If our inter- 
nal capacity for capitalization is a 
limited one, to have 
‘apital which is willing 
actually to be incorporated in our 
country, is a means of strength 
strengthening our economy. To re- 
ject foreign capital, without the 
technical and economic capacity to 
the 
ments is not a nationalistic atti- 
tude: it is weakness and timidity”. 
These words ought to dissipate 
any doubts which may still exist 
in the minds of anyone.

Primary Schools 
Alter Curriculum 





ElementaryTrainingProgram 
In Brazil Now Directed 
At New Industrialism 





Brazil’s elementary schools are 
changing the course of study 
which has been traditional in 
order to make it conform to the 
needs of a country experiencing 
a growing industrialization. 

In a recent address explaining 
the new curriculum, Minister of 
Education and Culture Clovis Sal- 
gado declared that inasmuch as 
Brazil is now mobilizing her na- 
tural resources and producing the 
merchandise which modern life 
requires, she must also have an 
educational policy which is geared 
to a program of economic expan- 
sion. 

Skillful Citizens 

For this reason it is necessary 
to train the citizens of tomorrow 
to run the machines with skillful 
hands and a clear head. The prob- 
lem is to create a force of skilled 
workers while at the same time 
furnishing the country with an 
educated élite capable of provid- 
ing the country with the necessary 
leadership. 

In order to obtain this objective, 
it is not only necessary for Brazil 
to have universal elementary edu- 
cation but to modify the style and 
methods of the instruction now 
current. The problem is most cru- 
cial for the elementary school be- 
cause it is the school which pro- 
vides terminal education to 
seventy per cent of the working 
forces of the more advanced na- 
tions. 

Role of Schools 

It is intended now to make 
progressively the elementary 
school a training school which will 
provide its graduates with an 
aptitude to participate in the pro- 
ductive life of the community. The 
secondary school will then become 
more professionally oriented, of- 
fering a variety of educational 
opportunities based on the apti- 
tude of the individual student. 

Stress Technical 

Stress in the upper school 
should laid on the technical 
courses, especially upon engineer- 
ing, greatly in need of expansion

As 
President Kubitschek points out in a special 
message, the two countries must collaborate 
not only economically but politically: “They 


must defend a common group of moral 
values and pervading interests nurtured by 
the best historic, geographic, economic and 
political reasons. We could, perhaps, say 
that the constant friendship between our 
two nations is the major tie, or keystone, of 
the building of fraternity in the Americas.” 
That the United States has faith in Presi- 
dent Kubitschek’s economic development 
program is demonstrated by the fact that 
it has agreed to lend Brazil more than $210 
million for eleven separate projects since 
last February. As Ambassador Peixoto says: 
“We Brazillians do not want gifts or hand- 
outs. We do need capital—loans which we 
ean and will repay—for our industrial ex- 
pansion.” These are needed in order to 
change over from a basically agricultural 
to a more industrialized economy. To this 
end the nation is now revising and consoli- 
dating existing laws and regulations to 
stimulate a greater flow of foreign invest- 
ments. Once Brazil’s aims are achieved, it 
will mean not only a stronger economy for 
Brazil itself, but for all the Americas as 
well.

spokesmen indicated. Accra is the 
port of British West Africa which 
ships the largest amount of the 
cocoa bean. 

The new white cocoa beans grow 
on trees which produce a richer 
yield. It is the hope of the Bahia 
cocoa growers to get within a 
period of fifteen years one million 
sacks annually of the new type of 
bean. This figure represents about 
half of the State of Bahia’s pres- 
ent production.
